There  will  be  lftOO  invitation  isawe  l 
to  the  church,  and  a  smaller  number  incited 
to  the  house,  owiug  to  the  impossibility 
of  entertainiog  no  large  a  number.  e*en  for 
the  few  moments  each  guest  i«  ex|>ected  to 
remain  in  the  three  hours  to  which  the  re- 
ception  is  limited,  as  a  portion  of  the  fami¬ 
ly  leave  for  St.  Louis  the  same  night  and 
the  rest  follow  the  next  day. 

An  order  was  issued  September  4tb,  by 
order  of  the  Secretary  of  War  that  with  the 
assent  of  the  President,  and  request  of  the 
General,  the  Headquarters  of  the  Army  of 
the  U.  S.  will  be  transferred  from  Wash¬ 
ington  to  St.  Louis  in  October.  It  is  gen¬ 
erally  regretted  that  General  Sherman  and 
his  estimable  lady  leaves  the  city,  as  Mrs.

There 
has  always  been,  however,  a  difference  of 
opinion  in  the  War  Department  us  to  the 
relative  duties  of  the  General  t.nd  Secretary 
of  War,  aod  this  change  ia  supposed  to  cor¬ 
rect  such  difference*. 

It  has  been  said  that  a  State  Dinner  was 
to  be  given  at  the  President’s  on  Sept.  14tb. 
as  a  festive  initiation  of  Post  Master  General 
Jewell  into  the  Cabinet  fold.  It  should  be 
Mated  that  the  dinner  that  will  occur  at  the 
time  and  place  mentioned  wjll  be  given  to 
the  Aztec  Club,  of  which  the  President  is  a 
member.  This  Club  was  organized  at  the 
close  of  Mexican  War,  composed  of  the  reg¬ 
ular  aud  volunteer  officers  of  the  army 
which  participated  in  the  conquest  of  Mexi¬ 
co.  They  thus  formed  a  union  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  preserving  the  memory  of  friend¬ 
ships  or  experiences  in  trying  campaigns. 
There  has  been  annual  reunions,  the  same 
as  the  reunions  of  the  soldiers  of  the  late 
war.  Last  year  the  Aztec  Club  dinner  was 
given  by  General  Paterson  at  his  residence 
in  Philadelphia  This  year.  Capt.  Grant, 
of  Mexican  fame  and  now  Chief  Magistrate 
of  the  Republic  will  be  the  host. 

Four  hundred  dollars  conscience  money 
was  received  by  Treasurer  Spinner  to-day 
in  an  euvelop,  postmarked  Washington,  the 
writer  explaining  that  he  owed  the  amount 
to  the  Internal  Revenue  office.
